Third. Wilcox's statement that
young Wratten had endeavored- - to
havo him assassinated has a still more
fragile foundation. When'C. Wilcox,
of Denvor, a supposed rclativo of the
Agent, was Acting Chief of Scouts, he
held a conversation with young Wrat-
ten, during which the latter made tho
remark that Wilcox would never livo
to see myself and Mr. Wood removed

his idea being that Wilcox had not
tho grounds or tho power to do so.
This Chiof of Scouts, Wilcox, was so
ovidontly an undesirablo man and
wholly incompetent, that even his
namesake, Agent Wilcox, could not
stand him, and therefore removed him
Ho then went and made a lying afii
davit that young Wratten had threat-
ened tho lifo of the Agent.
